THE FOURTH LEGISLATURE. 


——— 


The Fourth Legislature of Arizona is in 
session. It meets at an important time and 
much. is expected of it. The first question 
for consideration is that of our Indian troub- 
les. These are at the foundation of all the 
difficulties our pioncers have to contend with. 
What it is best to do to overcome them isa 
matter for the cautious and earnest examina- 

_ tion of every member, To live longer as we 
have been living in Arizona since it came un- 
der the American flag, with our lives in con- 
stant jeopardy, our property unsafe, and our 
businoss enterprises subjected to the most 
annoying interruplions, is more than we 
should be expected to do. 

The Legislature should come to an under- 
standing as to the best course to pursue in 
order to seeure relief, and follow that course 
with the utmost cnerzy of purpose. We 
hear the Governor will recommend the erec- 
tion of ascparate military Department, which 
we think the good senso of all the people 
will endorse as a vital necessity. We have 
had enough of orders from a distance. No 
officer can work to advantage under them,

lous to think: of military success in Indian 
war when control of operations is in the- 
hands of others' than those directly engaged 
in the conflict, 

To ask for a distinct Department would 
seem to bo the first step to be taken by the 
Logislature, and the next matter of conse- 
quence is to apply for an addition to the mil- 
itary force here, which is wholly inadequate 

o cope with the number of hostile Indians 
now to be fought. Whether this force shall 
be from the regular army, or whether it is. 
best to raise it from our own people is a ques- 
tion that the Legislators must decide. The 
efficiency of the companies of the first regi- 
ment of Arizona Volunteers (although but 
foul wompanies were in the field,) was such 
as to lead the people to wish for another 
trial of such troops, and now that the Ter- 
ritories east of the Rocky Mountains are au- 
thorized to raise regiments of their own it 
may be that an appeal from our suffering peo- 
ple will be listened to. There is every rea- 
son to believe that a regiment of Arizona Vol- 
unteers, well officered, can be of the greatest 
service in ridding the country of the savages, 
and making the security of life and property 
here such that business can be carried on 
with-seme degree of success and satisfac- 
tion.

Tucson Disrrict nor a Desert.—\We have 
just had a conversation with a party of gen- 
tlemen, who have, within a few days past, 
visited the ranches of Hon. G. I. Oury, Dr. 
Goodwin and P. R, Bradey, (our gentlemanly 
Sheriff) on the Rillito, who tell us that they 
have seldom seen finer crops than are now; 
growing upon these ranches, apie 

On that of Dr, Goodwin, a good test of the 
fertility of the soi} has been made. That won- 
tleman planted corn last spring upon land 
after simply burning off the weeds and dig- 
ging holes large enough to plant in; from 
that day mtil the present, not an hours work 
has been dune upon the land, yet he has fine 
com. ‘The season has not been propitious, 
as but littla rain has fallen; had there been 
only ordinary rains the crops would have 
been yery large, 

On the ranch of Mr Oury, an Sacequia” 
has been taken out, but there has not been 
sufficient water in it for ono irrigation, yet 
his corn is very fine. 

On the ranch of Mr, Brady, corn is exeel- 
lent, also melons and other vegetables, inelud- 
ing potatoes. This last ranch is at the (oot 
of the mountain and has a beautiful stream 
of water flowing through it; clear as erystal, 
and we had almost said, cold as ice. 

These ranches are situated respectively, 
eight, twelve and fourteen miles east of Trie- 
son, on the “Rillito,-where are thousands 
of acres more of goud agricultural lands; well 
wooded and watered. ‘There are in this vi- 
cinity, also, as fine ranges for stocl: as any on 
the continent. To those who may talk of 
Tucson being ina desert; these are facts, 
with which we contradict the assertion.

Srpam on Common Roaps.—The applica- 
tion of steam to common road travel has for 
years been a matter of recurrent experiment, 
and from time to time instances of apparent 
practical success are reported, but so far none 
of these seem to have become generally util- 
ized. In France and England carriages were 
long ago constructed capable of traveling 
with speed and safety over highways and 
strects; but we do not hear of their practi- 
cal adaptation to ordinary locomotion ether 
for passengers or merchandise. 

The latest experiment of this kind oc- 
curred in Boston the other day, and if news- 
paper report may be believed, the steam wag- 
on would seem to be admirably adapted for 
purposes of light weight conveyance through 
city and country.

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PATIENCE. 


An editorial in the Alta, to which we late- 
ly referred, urges our people to the exercise 
of patience, and cites the Florida war as of 
long duration, The reference is unfortunate, 
inasmuch as in that tedious war the United 
States could bring to bear upon the foe but 
a limited military force. The armics of the 
United States were weak, and poorly armed. 
The great war of the Union has entirely 
changed the nature of the military power of 
the nation, and to-day it isa hundred times 
better able to deal with any foe than ever 
before. 

Short work, very short work, may be made 
of the Apache, and of all hostile savages if 
Congress will but realize their true nature. 
Our Indian troubles at this time are not be- 
cause of a lack of power to suppress them on 
the part of the nation, but rather from a 
lack of will. For some reason or other, the 
officers of the government at Washington 
fail to comprehend the utter worthlessness 
of the Indian, and the folly of handling him 
with kid gloves and rose water. 

As outrage after outrage is reported in- 
stead of exciting fecling against the barba- 
rian, new sympathy crops out and new apol- 
ogies are offered for him, even while his 
hands are red with the blood of white men, 
and he is howling in his fiendish dance about 
their mangled bodies. 


To talk about the Florida war at this time, 
and counse! patience because that was of 
long duration, issimply ridiculous, and we 
are surprised that a paper so progressive and 
sensible as the .{/, should stoop to such an 
argument. It should reahze that there is a 
new order of affairs, and that things impos- 
sible but afew years since are now entirely 
practicable ; and if properly managed, the en- 
tire overthrow of the hostile Indians may 
now be achieved without any such delays, as 
were met by our small army in Florida.

“Major Strobel arrived here a few days 
ago with 250 head of cattle $r Government. 
They are worse upon our poor citizens than 
the bloody 14th. One of them made a 
charge on Gco ge Oakey and a stranger trom 
Williams Fork; broke Oakey’s collar bone 
and tore the stranger's face to pieces, broke 
his collar bone, ete. Both the men are in the 
hands of the Post Surgeon and will probably 
survive. 

On the following day one of the irrepressi- 
ble brutes charged a Mexican herder, killed 
his mule, had the Mexican in chancery, and 
would have sent him to see his Padre had 
not Price, Mr. Hardy’s herder gallantly hur- 
ricd to the rescuc and delivered a shot in the 
bullock’s ear, The bullock by a splendid 
flank movement sent Price’s horse rolling in 
dust and gave Price several horns of a char- 
acter entirely different to those he had been 
used to. Though Price went through some 
ground and lofty tumbling he is said to have 
heen cooler than a circus clown, and sent 
thiee shotsinto Mr. Bull which effectually 
subjugated him, 

The devilish cattle have taken possession 
of the bottom and seem likely to hold it. 
Jobn Allyn has been practicing shooting and 
has succeeded in killing several head, and 
unfortunately for himself in shooting a gov- 
ernment mule and Jimmy Forests colt. Col 
Price has interfered and Jolin is a govern- 
ment guest at the Camp. He wants a habeas 
corpus ; he isin great luck that he has his 
corpus at all.

Why the government should buy animals 
which it will take half the force at Mohave 
to guard, is a question which puzzles the 


good people of that vicinity.

Word was brought to town last evening 
from the point of rocks, about four miles be- 
low Prescott andthrec miles from Fort Whip- 
ple, that about twenty Indians had made an 
attack upon the ranch of Ion. Lewis A. Ste- 
vens, with the evident intention of robbing 
the house, murdering the inmates and steal- 
ing the stock. At the time of the attack 
there were onthe place but two persons— 
Mrs. Stevens anda hired man. ‘The house is 
situated about one hundred yards from an 
immense pile of rocks, which contain numer- 
ous caves and little valleys. As luck would 
have it, Mrs. Stevens and the man saw the 
murderous rasculs as they emerged from the 
rocks, ran for their guns and opened fire upon 
the thieves, who returned the fire for some 
time, trying every ruse known to savage war- 
fare to get possession of the horses, but the 
quick eyes and steady fire of Mrs. S. and the 
hired man cowed the savages, and they were 
forced to skulk back to their hiding place 
without accomplishing the object of their 
raid. 

Many a man, if placed in the same position 
as Mrs. Stevens, would have taken to his 
heels and ran for dear life; but she stood her 
ground and fought them like a heroine, which 
she is. Shortly after the Indians left, Mr. 
Johnson, who lives on a neighboring ranch 
und heard the firing, started with some men 
for Stevens's, and followed the Indians into 
the rocks, but failed to find them. He then 
started to town with the news, bringing a 
request. from Mrs. Stevens to her husband, 
who is a member of the Legislature, to send 
her some buckshot—“ a little more shot, Mr. 
Stevens.” Bully for Mrs. Stevens! She is 
our favorite candidate for commander of the 
District of Arizona. z 


DreserTERs.—Capt. Weir, commander at 
Camp McPherson, sometime last week, 
captured four soldiers out of a party of five 
who deserted from Fort Whipple a short 
tune ago. One man died of thirst before the 
Captain found the party, and on the way 
back to the camp, another man died, althongh 
eyery exertion was made to saye the poor 
fellow and bring him to camp.

THE SITUATION — MORE 
NEEDED. 
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TROOPS 


There is no denying the fact that the peo- 
ple of Central Arizona are, from some cause 
unknown to us, snubbed, ostracised and un- 
cared for by the Military authorities in San 
Francisco. Our citizens are almost daily 
massacred, our property stolen, and in conse- 
quence our business enterprises are at a stand 
still, and all for want of that protection which 
is due to us from our government, and which 
it is our right to demand. Why we are so 
treated is difficult to say, A inajority of our 
people attribute it to sinister motives on the 


part of General McDowell, the commander of 


this department. If it is he who is to blame 
we pray God speed the day when he shall be 
removed. It is useless to “whitewash” In- 
dian matters any longer. Hither we must 
leave the country in their possession, give 
them up the homes we have built for our- 
selves, lower the standard of civilization, and 
emigrate to some place where murder is a 
crime, and where murderers are punished, 

During four long and weary years our peo- 

ple have toiled, watched and fought the sav- 
ages, expecting, praying and begging for 
more troops, always flattering themselves 
thatif they did not come one weck, they 
would another. Vain hope! Delusive idea! 
Fight on, all the rapacious contractors who 
live and grow rich by supplying out of the 
way posts with provisions and forage, have 
not quite filled their purses, and you must be 
patient, and suffer on until they are gorged. 
. Now, we do not charge General McDowell 
with blame in this matter, but we ask, in all 
candor, why it is he does not furnish us with 
what troops he might. We know of points 
in the Territory where there are no busi- 
ness interests to protect, and where there 
are no citizens to defend, yet at such places 
there are from one to six companies of troops, 
while the only place in the Territory which 
is wholly settled by white citizens has but 
three or four companies of troops to protect 
it. We mean the vast territory which com- 
prises the district of Prescott. 

We will mention two, at least, of these 
places: Fort Goodwin on the Gila and Fort 
McDowell on the Rio Verde. ‘The first men- 
tioned place is nearly two hundred miles from 
any settlement, the other about one hundred. 
True, there are a few citizens at both places, 
but were it not for the presence of soldiers 
they would not be there. Goodwin is in the 
Coyottero country, McDowell in the Pin 
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elsewhere. 

While this country was under tlie com- 
mand of General Carleton, of the Depart- 
ment of New Mexico, we had better protec- 
tion, but wo foolishly Yhought that the In- 
dians would all be killed off ov placed upon 
reservations could we only get into the De- 
partment of the Pacifice. But, alas, experi- 
ence, bitter and bloody has learned us better, 
and to-day the Indians are more defiant than 
they were then, life less safe, and property 
more insecure. When will a change take 
place, for the better, for worse connot come, 
is a question we would like to have answer- 
ed. If Generals Halleck and McDowell per- 
sist in turning a deaf ear to our cries for 
help, our only hope is in laying our case be- 
fore the Congress of the United States, their 
masters. 


Tue Lecisiuature.—We iitended to give 
asynopsis of the doings of the Leyislature in 
this morning’s paper but the length of the 
Journals and the large amount of work to be 
done prevent our doing so. <All we can say 
is that they are doing all that their cou 
stiteents ean reasonably expect from men 
who receive but $3.00 per day in legal ten- 
ders. In our weckly edition, we expect to 
cover all the ground.” 


GENFRAL GREGG saya, that had he a regi-

To the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States, in Congress assem- 
bled: 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory of Arizona, would re- 
apectfully represent, That the people of this 
Territory are loyal citizens of tho’ United 
States; that they have immigrated to Arizona 
for the purpose of making their homes within 
iis limits ; believing the country to be rich in 
agricultural and mineral resources, they have 
sought out and made homes here, hoping for 
and trusting in good faith to the General 
(ioverument for protection for their lives and 
property; that since the organization of the 
Territory, these hopes have heen continuously 
maintained by successive promises from the 
several commanders of ihe departments to 
which Arizona has belonged. hat each 
change with reference to this District has 
heen welcomed as the promise of relicf from 
the Head of the Department. But after 
years of the most relentless warfare with our 
common foc, patiently waiting and suffering. 
set hoping, almost against hope, they find 
themselves in the most deplorable condition, 
surrounded on every side by the unrelenting 
savage, robbed of their property, their neigh- 
hors murdered, powerless to defend them- 
selves, muclr less to assist a neighbor in dis- 
tress.

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THE PRACTICABLE PACIFIC RATL- 
ROAD ROUTE. 


Vra THE 85Tu PARALLEL. : 


A correspondent of the Philadelphia Press 
writes from Fort Harker, on the Kansas Pa- 
cific Railway, in regard to that route. He 
thinks that the main road will be extended 
Pacifieward, not by way of Denver, but. 
through New Mexico and Arizona: 

It seems now to be a settled point that the 
Union Pacific Railway, eastern division, will 
be carried through New Mexico and Arizona 
tg its ultimate and original destination, and 
not through the stupendous system, or rather 
labyrinth, of mountains which begin at Den- 
ver and end only on the banks of the Sacra- 
mento, Into the natural gorges of these 
mountains, and into the deep artificial cuts 
required for a railroad, the Nght, dry snows 
of that region will drift in such quantities as 
to defy all human skill and power to keep 
them clear. -Even so late as the first of the 
present month, as I have been informed, some 
ot the passes througk the mountains, between 
the heads of the Platte and the valley of 
Utah, were still covered with from ten to 
twenty feet of snow—not snow which had 
failen upon them, but which had been driven 
ir by the winds, and over which men and 
teams were passing as upon solid ground. 
But locomotives and trains cannot run upon 
the top of snow drifts, and where they are so 
enormous it is clear they cannot run through 
them. 

Tt is equally certain that those long, deep, 
narrow gorges or cuts cannot be kept clear by 
any muscular or mechanical force that can be 
employed fer that purpose, for if cleared to- 
day they may be filled again to-morrow. To 
travel through such a region in the Winter 
scason—and the Winter in those mountains 
is nearly half the year—would be attended 
with such frightfal peril that few would have 
the hardihood to brave it; for imagine a pas- 
senger train caught in a snow drift, far from 
any human habitation, and buried, perchance, 
in a few hours, under a snow bank in which 
even the train itself would cease to be a dis- 
tinguishable object. ¢ 

Some propose to put the read under roof 
in all such places; but this is casier talked 
about than done. Moreover, the advocates 
of that expedient appear to forget that fire is 
an adversary still more formidable and un- 
controlable than snow. It may suit the 
temper of some high-spirited and energetic 
gentlemen to expunge the word impossible 
trom their vocabulary, and, having a mighty 
government at their back, to imagine them- 
selves to be omnipotent; but prudent men, 
such as those who manage the Eastern Divis- 
ion, hesitate to rush blindly into difficulties 
with which neither they nor any other men 
ave able to grapple. 

They have, however, that which their en- 
ergetic rivals of the Platte line have not—an 
admirable alternative. They can drop to x 
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more southern latitude, whore there are nol not idle in regard to helping dlong this great

The country all the way from Pond Creek to 
Albuquerque is probably the finest grazing 
region in the United States; butitis a region 
utterly valueless until opened and made ac- 
cessible by railroad communication. But, 
when it shall be so developed, it will heecome 
a source of immense national wealth and pros- 
perity.¢ Throughout the greater part of that 
immefSe pastoral region, cattle require no 
stored food in the Winter season, for the grass 
on the prairies, whether green oy dry, is al- 
ways good and nutritious. 'This is the coun- 
try gf the hitherto unconquerable Apaches. 

From the point where the mountains are 
first reached, on the’western borders of the 
vast buftalo grass plains, to the shores of the 
Pacific, the line of this road will run through 
one centinuous field of the precious metals, 
besides much timber and coal. 

Leaving Albuquerque, the line through the 
heart of Arizona—that richest of. our Terri- 
tories in gold and silver, but the most diff- 
cult to reach—presente no serious difficulties. 
Long valleys, running in the right direction, 
bear it onward towards the border of Califor- 
nia, whence, turning the southern extremity 
of the great Sierra Nevada range, it passes up 
through Southern California, midway be- 
tween the mountains and the ocean, to San 
Francisco, touching the fine port of San Diego 
by a short branch, and the head of the Gulf 
of California and the port of Guaymas, if 
necd be, by others. - 

This route may be somewhat longer than 
that through Utah and Nevada, but its gra- 
dients will be so much kss that it will more

o the extent of claiming to he the mov- 
ing cause in whatever the Department Com- 
mander has done with a view to the protec- 
tion of our people. 

l am of opinion that whatever of error 


[there may bem the administration of mili- 


tary affairs here, as due and mainly chargea- 
hle to the unnecessary and persistent inter- 
ference above alluded to. 

I think Iam credibly informed, that none 
of the commanders of the several districts 
into which the Territory is divided, are re- 
stricted in their operations as is the comman- 
der of the District of Prescott; and the cause 
of this restriction is not, in my judgment, in 
any way chargeable to the commander of said 
District. 

] desire further to say, that the second res- 
olution meets my entire approbation, To my 
personal knowledge it is true, and merited in 
an eminent degree, as applied to Brevet Brig- 
adier General Gregg, Commander of the Dis- 
trict of Prescott. My only regret is, that it 
was presented in a connection so objectiona- 
ble. 

Tn conclusion, I will only add that an ap- 
plication for a separate Department, based 
upon other grounds than inuendo against any 
one, would meet my hearty approval. These 
reasons would be more specifically given were 
it not for incumbering the Journals.

on which has been paid to August 15th, 1867. 
Also bonds numbers 107, 108,109, 110, 111, 
112, 113, 114, 115, 116, 117, 118, 119, 120,191, 
122, 123, 124, 125, 126, 127, 128, 129, 130; 
131, 132, 183, 134. The interest on which 
\has beep paid to August 15th, 1866. Also

Warrants numbers 31, 42, 51, 52, 
55, 105, 106, amounting to three thousand 
three hundred and forty-seven nineteen-one- 
hondredth dollars ($3,347,19), Your com- 
mittee find that Coles Bashford was first. ap- 
pointed Attorney General for the Territory 
by Governor Goodwin on february Ist, 1864, 
and for seid appointment your committee are 
unable to find any law. The Organic Act no 
where furnishes the authority, and if donc 
under chapter sixteen of the laws of New 
Mexico, creating the office of Attorney Gen- 
eral approved February 2, 1859, your com-

Your committee believe that the appoint- 
ment of Coles Bashford as Attorney General 
was in violation of law, and that his claims 
for services as such, were illegal, and should 
not have been allowed by the beard of ‘Lerri- 
torial Auditors. And we, your committer, 
recommend that you take such steps as are 
necessary to stop the payment’of said bonds 
and warrants issued to pay said Coles Bash- 
ford for services as Attorney General. 

Your committee also find that under chap- 
ter twenty-one of the Howell Code, the Gov- 
ernor of the Territory is authorized to ap- 
point an Adjutant General, and that his com- 
pensation shall he whateveramount the Terri- 
torial Auditurshallallow.

SEGREGATION oF Muxine Ciaite.—The 
Yavapai county delegation should be cautious 
how they proceed in the matter of segrega- 
tion. We can tell them now, beforehand, 
that a large majority of the miners of thes county 
are opposed to the bill now before the Legis- 
lature for the purpose of farany seyrege’ton. 
it may be just the thing needed in the river 
counties, and if they wish it, by all means let 
them have it; but be sure and do not saddle 
such a law upon Yavapai county, as a greater 
injustice could not he done to those but for 
whom the country would long since have been 
deserted. ‘The iden of segregating mining 
claims and doing equal justice to all the 
owners in a ledge is prepusterous. We know 
of ledges in this county in which as large a 
number as ten men own Claims of two hun- 
dred, three hundred and six hundred fect 
each, while in the whole length of such a 
telge there may not be (and in some ledges 
there certainly is not) over three hundred 
feet of ground that will pay to work. How, 
then, pray can you divide or set off parties 
satisfactory to all the claim owners? The 
thing 3s simply impossible.

_Pau-Ure Inpians—Mr. Charles Spencer, 
who carries the mail between Prescott and 
Hardyyille, and who arrived here on Wednes- 
day last, says that, at last, the Mohaves and 
Pah-Utes have “fixed things up” amicably. 
He states that three Pah-Ute chiefs, who re 
side in the vicinity of Callyille had agreed 
with the military to come down to Fort Mo- 
have and act as guides in hunting up the war- 
like Wallapais, but when Mr, Perry, of Oall- 
ville, wag ready to accompany them to the 
fort, they declined, giving, as a reason, that 
they were not on good terms with the Mo- 
haves and did not like to risk their lives 
among that tribe. Word of their backing out 
was immediately sent to Mohave, and Major 
Price had a talk with Sic-a-hoot, war chief of 
the Mohaves, upon the subject, Sic-a-hoot 
being a forgiving, as well as brave warrior, 
sent them word they might come and that all 
would be well, and they accordingly came. 
They say they wish for peace with both 
whites and Mohaves. If they mean to be 
friendly, and will act honestly with the 
whites, they will bé of incalculable benefit to 
us. From their knowledge of the country 
occupied by the infernal Wallapais, and their 
intimate aquaintance with the habits of that 
tribe, it is reasonable to suppose they will 
find some of these fellows for the soldiers of 
the expedition about to start after them. 
These Wallapais have killed too many men, 
and stolen too much property, besides block- 
ading our main thoroughfare, to be allowed 
longer to go unpunished. We hope Major 
Price will be as successful in killing the red 

‘devils as was Captain Williams. 

There are about forty soldiers stationee at 
‘three different points on the road between 
this place and Hardyville, viz: At Beale 
Springs, ten; at The Willows, twenty-five ; 
and at the Toll-gate, five cavalrymen. The 
mail rider, saw Indian sign at the Willows.

They flourish 
aike a green hay tree,” and fill thesland with- 
ti cir beanties, The shrieks ‘of unfortunate 
= omen and children, while being tomahawk- 
ed‘scalped or disemboweled on the Plains, 
nightly rend the air; yet nothing is done to 
put an end to the outrages. Sherman, who 
rode “from Atlanta to the sea,” has proved a 
big failure as an Indian fighter. Several 
months ago, he made a trip through the bor- 
ders of the Indian country, and positively 
announced that there was no danger to be 
apprehended from the Jndiang; that all the. 
st ries of Indian outrages are false ; that there’ 
W- 8 no cause to fear anything from the In- 
diang, and that, in effect, but few troops were 
needed to protect the routes of travel, ete, 
Government, and the people not threatened 
by the Indians, listened to Sherman’s oracu- 
lar sayings, and acted accordingly. The re- 
sult is before us. Not only are white travel- 
ers and settlers being remorselessly slaugh- 
tered and their dead “bodies shockingly out- 
raged every day, but the Indians have sto ped 
telegraphic cammunication almost entirely, 
intercepted the mails and captured railroad 
trains; they have also endungered the very 
existence of General Sherman's troops. it 
cannot be denied that Sherman's managemey 
of Indian affairs has resulted in the greates, 
failure of the day. His pompous: asserticna 
at the outsct have becn falsified by events, 
and the Indians have constantly grown in 
strength in spite of him. These things bap- 
pened partly hecause he was too wise in bis 
own conceit, and therefore above listening to 
those who knew more of Indian fighting than 
he did, and partly because he has persisted 
m fighting the Indians on moral stasion prin: 
ciples, rather than according to the ony sya- 
tem they can comprehend, that of destractive 
force. He las shown himself to be more ofa 
missionary thon a soldier in the last Indian 
campaign, and has consequently relied for 
Success more upon talking than fighting. The 
amount of it is, Government made a mistake 
in allotting Sherman to the Western District. 
Sheridan should have been there, and Sher- 
man in Louisiana, The former knows how to 
fight Indians, while Sherman does not. But 
even Sherman’s failures in Indian fighting do 
not do away with the fact that our whole In- 
dian policy is wrong, We should cease to 
bestow Indian annuities, to make presents, to 
recognize Indian nations and tribes, e 
should give the Indians to understand that 
they must respect life and property every- 
where, or else suffer the most serious conse- 
quences. A war of extermination against the 
Indians would he better for all, than the mer- 
ciless and continuous butcheries that have ’ 
been going on.—San Francisco Cull,

A Few nights since, the Indians carried off 
a lot of corn from Ed. Bowers’s ranch, about 
seven miles from town. Something must 
have scared them, as next morning Ed. found 
a lariat which the red thieves had dropped. 
They were prospecting for a horse to fasten 
to that lariat, and will get one soon if our 
citizens don’t deep a sharp lookout for them. 

JeTTING Reavy To Stani.—We have been 
informed that Noyes & Curtis are preparing 
to start their mill, and expect to commence 
crushing rock in a few days. They are now 
packing rock from the Montgomery mine. 


Harp To Beat.—We are credibly informed 
that, on the ranch of Bowers Bros. 20 miles 
east of Prescott, one kernel of corn planted 
last spring, produced tive hundred kernels, 
Charles Beach took the pains to count the 
grains, and swears, “like our army in Flan- 
ders,” that it is a positive fact. This is, cer- 
tainly a “ big thing” on corn, and we are 
proud of it.

From WicxenburG.—The mail rider be- 
tween Prescott and Wickenburg rays, that 
on last Friday the Indians stole some five or 
six head of animvls, and killed the herder, a 
Mexican. The murdered man was herding 
the animals close to Wickenburg when the 
Indians pounced upon him. 

There are about sixty men working on the 
Vulture lode, half of whom are Americans and 
the balance Mexicans. 


TUCSUN AS THE CAPITAL: 


Strong hopes are entertained that tho com- 
ing session of the Legislature will witness the 
removal of the Capital to Tucson. I hardly 
think that the change will be beneficial to 
the Territory, but on the contrary, prejudi- 
cial.
